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Schools schedule assessment paybacks

“Time has come to pay the 
piper,” stated Fulton County 
Schools Superintendent Aaron 
Collins during a July 31 special 
called meeting of the school 
board. Remnants of the actions 
of former Fulton County Schools 
Chief Financial Officer, which 
took place between 2009-2013, 
are still costing the district. 


Since October 2013 the school 
board has paid $32,000 in fines 
from the IRS. In addition to those 
fines, the district is facing fines of 
at least $100 per each W2 for the 
year 2011. The district printed, 
signed and mailed those on July 
31. 

“We do feel that we have all 
these issues resolved, up to this 
point,” Supt. Collins reiterated. 
“Ms. Jennifer Davis (Chief 


Financial Officer) is great and 
has a good accounting mind. She 
has been working hard to get our 
ship right. She has been working 
long hours.” 

Last Thursday the board was 
informed of the decisions from 
the Franklin Circuit Court order 
instructing the Rehabilitator to 
assess the former members of 
the Kentucky School Boards 
Insurance Trust (KSBIT) 


Property & Liability Fund and 
Worker’s Compensation Fund. 

After discussing all the options 
with Chief Financial Officer, the 
board made the motion to: 

• Pay 40% ($18,055) of the full 
amount of the Property Liability 
assessment and the remaining 
balance ($27,083) in equ al 
payments over 2 years, with each

partial protection against identity 
theft. 

Identity theft is where someone, 
for example, signs up for a credit 
card in your name. If Joe Crook 
signs an application with your 
name and address, and the credit 
card company issues the card 
without checking —they blind- 
issue cards about seven out of 
10 times — then the card will be 
issued to the thief. Having your 
credit frozen does nothing to stop 
that from happening. Still, if they 
check your credit and it’s frozen, 
chances are they won’t issue the 
card. 

I’d also recommend having 
a good identity theft protection 
program in place. I have it on 
myself and all my team members 
at the office. If you don’t have 
this, and someone gets a card 
in your name, the credit card 
company will demand that you 
pay the bill. You can insist it’s 
not you, but that won’t do much 
good. Then, you’ll have to go 
through the hassle of filling out 
affidavits and police reports. 

You may get out of paying for 
it in the end, but you’ll still have 
to spend dozens, if not hundreds, 
of hours dealing with the credit 
card company trying to get the 
whole mess straightened out!

Stop mosquitoes

• Recycle any unused contain¬ 
ers that could collect water. 

• Change water every week in 
birdbaths, wading pools, water¬ 
ing troughs, and pet bowls.

Fancy Farm is one of those 
quaint Kentucky villages un¬ 
touched by time. St. Jerome’s 
Catholic Church, first built in 
1836, is the heart of the commu¬ 
nity both physically and spiritu¬ 
ally. Neighbors wave, kids ride 
their bikes, and teenagers play 
ball at the park. Old men hang 
out at Droopy’s Restaurant to talk 
about the weather and crop condi¬ 
tions. 

When July arrives, their con¬ 
versation changes to politics be¬ 
cause during the first weekend 
of August, the community trans¬ 
forms from an idyllic Graves 
County village to the epicenter 
of Kentucky politics. For the past 
133 years, Fancy Farm has been 
a required destination for anyone 
aspiring to political office in Ken¬ 
tucky, thanks to the St. Jerome’s 
Annual Picnic. 

During the early hours of the 
last Saturday in July, the sound of 
shovels and pressure washers can 
be heard throughout the commu¬ 
nity, as the men from St. Jerome’s 
clean the barbecue pits. It’s a tra¬ 
dition nearly as old as the picnic 
itself. 

“The men have always gotten 
together a week before the pic¬ 
nic to clean everything. The first 
pit was built over 50 years ago,” 
said Logan Atkins, a member of 
the Carrico family who, along 
with the Hobbs family has been 
in charge of barbecuing for gen¬ 
erations. “My grandfather helped 
build it along with my great¬ 
grandfather. The last pit was built 
in the 1990s. That’s when we ran 
out of room to build any more.” 

By the end of the morning, 
each of the pits and their parts 
will have been cleaned and read¬ 
ied. At 8 a.m. the following Fri¬ 
day, the men gather once again to 
begin cooking nearly 10 tons of 
pork and mutton. 


During the week of the pic¬ 
nic (held last Saturday), Fancy 
Farm’s population explodes, far 
surpassing its official census of 
458. Thousands of people eat at 
the Knights of Columbus Hall, 
consuming the pit-fired barbecue 
along with fried chicken and a 
wide variety garden vegetables 
and desserts — all prepared by 
the parish members. Media trucks 
fill the town’s two thoroughfares 
as journalists and photographers 
juggle for position to capture 
the magical atmosphere before it 
slowly fades away as the Satur¬ 
day night moon rises. 

Through all the activities — the 
outdoor Mass, the Friday night 
fish fry and 5K Picnic Eve Run, 
the One Mile Classic, the chil¬ 
dren’s games and bingo — the 
visitors await what brought them 
here: the old-fashioned political 
stump speeches that began at 2 
p.m. on Saturday afternoon. Many 
local, state, and national political 
superstars come to pay homage to 
the historic event. In Kentucky, 
coal might be king, but when it 
comes to politics, Fancy Farm is 
its queen. 

Etiquette and the rules of polite 
society are tossed out the door 
when a candidate steps onto the 
stage. More than a few politicians 
have watched their campaigns 
falter because of the picnic’s infa¬ 
mous heckling. The pressure can 
be unnerving and can throw even 
the most experienced candidate 
off their game. If a speaker arrives 
unprepared and disrespectful, the 
crowd won’t tolerate it. Broad¬ 
casters will gladly feature their 
disgrace on the evening news. 

Every few years, the picnic and 
the town of Fancy Farm gain na¬ 
tional attention depending upon 
who shows up to speak. For this 
year’s 134th picnic. Senate Mi¬ 
nority Leader Mitch McConnell 
and his Democratic opponent. 


Secretary of State Alison Lunder- 
gan Grimes, came face to face. 
Every political junkie in Kentucky 
was eager to see the fireworks. 
With McConnell-and Lundergan 
Grimes facing off, picnic organiz¬ 
ers anticipated 20,000 people to 
descend upon their tiny village. 

The people and the community 
of Fancy Farm were ready for 
whatever size crowd showed up. 
If there is a secret ingredient to 
this historic picnic, it’s the fami¬ 
lies of St. Jerome’s. 

Every member of the church has 
a role to fulfill during the event. 
Picnic assignments have been 
handed down through the genera¬ 
tions and have become a matter 
of family pride. For example, the 
Elders family cut up and sell the 
meat by the pound, while the Pen- 
del family makes and sell sand¬ 
wiches. The Haydens’ organize 
and manage a car raffle. If you 
want a different job, you have to 
marry into it or create something 
new that will raise money. 

Denis Wilson and his wife 
Denise remember A.B. “Happy” 
Chandler participating in the po¬ 
litical speaking when they were 
children. Chandler would give 
them candy as they played at the 
school grounds. They might have 
not understood why a man gave 
them candy, but they never forgot 
the Senator and two-time Gover¬ 
nor. 

For John Carrico and his fam¬ 
ily, they have been organizing 
and running the duck pond for 
over twenty years. Their living 
room is filled with boxes of prizes 
that will hopefully thrill and en¬ 
tertain the picnic’s smallest pa¬ 
trons. When he was growing up, 
he worked Bingo with his parents 
and siblings. His father built the 
original Bingo area. 

“This is the one time a year 
when everyone comes together 
as a village,” said John Carrico.

The church 
couldn’t do it without them. 

“While there’s a small break 
during the fall, the committee 
works at planning the picnic all 
year, as we want it to be the best 
it can be,” Carrico continued. 
“We’ve spent a lot of time and 
money on improving the grounds 
over die years. This year, we in¬ 
vested in a new stage area, and it 
looked fantastic for Saturday.” 

A new logo has also been 
added to the new stage area to re¬ 
mind everyone that this is the St. 
Jerome’s Annual Picnic and not 
the community of Fancy Farm’s 
event. For Carrico and Denis Wil¬ 
son, the logo change was impor¬ 
tant because it connected the pic¬ 
nic back to the parish itself. And 
they hope it served as a deterrent 
if any of the speakers or hecklers 
got a little rowdy.

Quite a flurry of hot rhetoric 
filled the air around our Com¬ 
monwealth in recent days. Not so 
much Fancy Farm where hot air 
is as plentiful as St. Jerome Par¬ 
ish pork and mutton barbeque. 
More the buzz came via aftermath 
of Cordia High School’s run-in 
with reality and KHSAA Supreme 
Court decision. 

The governing body hammered 
the Knott County school: Forfeit 
last basketball season, shut down 
boys program for a year and fined 
the school near $25,000. 

Reasons: Farming. Teenage 
boys recruited (out of state this 
time) to play hoops, and allegedly 
had their grades manipulated for 
eligibility purposes. 

The flap brought to mind a cou¬ 
ple items. 

First, more than 100 years ago 
George Santayana wrote: “Those 
who cannot remember the past are 
condemned to repeat it,” 

Left me to wonder, “didn’t these 
college educated educators at Cor¬ 
dia, especially the ball coaches, 
read the same history they’re as¬ 
signed to teach?” 

Apparently, Rhodes and those 
who supervise athletics forgot or 
didn’t know about... 

V University Heights Academy 
(Hopkinsville) ran afoul of the 
KHSAA three decades ago for 
Farming In. 

V Rose Hill Christian School 
(Ashland) in early 2000s, trans¬ 
ported O.J. Mayo and Bill Walker 
from West Virginia which turned 
out a whistle blower that led to 
KHSAA attention and sanction. 

Now is Cordia’s turn. 

Community with raised opti¬ 
mism, Sweet 16 aspiration and 
hopes of being the next Little En¬ 
gine that Could, discovers Rhodes 
and his Cinderella story is less he¬ 
roic than wannabe Kentucky-side- 
of-the-border Oak Hill Academy. 

On another level little Cordia’s 
whuppin’ by KHSAA brings to 
mind an historic bit from last cen¬ 
tury college level. Documented, 
Jerry Tarkanian took recruiting 
short cuts when he coached at 
Long Beach State then Nevada 
Las Vegas and became Headache 
Man for NCAA investigators. Re¬ 
nown for Farming In and/or com¬ 
pensating poor students and bad 
actors, he would rehabilitate them 
on court. 

In his autobiography Tarkanian 
claimed the NCAA looked the 
other way with big basketball pro¬ 
grams, in particular Kentucky. 

“I defended Western Ken¬ 
tucky,” he wrote (when the NCAA 
nullified the Hilltoppers trip to the 
Final Four in 1971), (I said) ’’Ken¬ 
tucky did more cheating in one 
day than Western Kentucky did in 
a year. I just thought the NCAA 
went after the little guy.... doesn’t 
want marquee schools in trouble. 

And this: “... the NCAA was so 
mad at Kentucky they gave Cleve¬ 
land State two more years proba¬ 
tion.” 

Brings us to chapter two of the 
Cordia flap. Could Cordia be to 
Scott County High School basket¬ 
ball, what Cleveland State was to 
UK? 


Via twitter, former Kentucky 
Wildcat Jon Hood stuck his head 
up from the ether of politician cor¬ 
rectness to suggest Scott County 
coach Billy Hicks has Farmed In 
players for years. 

Hicks took exception to Hood’s 
allegation with hot words of his 
own. “Hood doesn’t know what 
he’s talking about.” 

Response enough for a coach 
whose program resides in the pent¬ 
house of his sport, right? Wrong. 

Hicks went defensive through a 
Georgetown Graphic sports writ¬ 
er: “... never picked up a phone to 
ask a kid to move in,” he said. “I 
never recruited a kid in my life.

Rev. Robert Drury, now 
pastoring at Sacred Heart 
Catholic Church (Hickman), St. 
Jude Catholic Church (Clinton), 
and St. Edwards Catholic 
Church (Fulton) has ties to the 
Mississippi triad (as he refers to 
it). “Shortly after I was ordained 
a priest in June 19791 spent seven 
weeks pastoring in Hickman and 
Fulton,” explained Rev . Drury. 
“On my grandfather’s side I am 
related to the Kaufman family.” 
The Kaufman family attends 
church in Hickman. 

“We need to always focus on 
the spiritual part of the church 
even though we have to keep up 
the material and financial parts 
of the church,” he said. “Not 
that they aren’t important, but 
our primary focus is the spiritual 
dimension of the church.” 

Rev. Drury, originally from 
Big Clifty, Ky. (eight miles 
east of Leitchfield), moved to 
Elizabethtown when he was three 
and then settled in rural Paducah 
at the age of eight. 

As a teenager Rev. Drury felt 
the call to enter the priesthood 
but, feeling a bit embarrassed 
about it and thinking it wouldn’t 
be much fun to be a priest, he 
told Jesus, “Don’t call me, I will 
call you.” 

Spending time in Vietnam 
coupled with a deepening of his 
faith and better judgment, Jesus 
called on Rev. Drury again. “He 
didn’t wait for me to call Him, but 
the second time he called on me 
I responded in a better manner,” 
explained Rev. Drury. “My vision 
was to have a missionary life.” 

With assignments all over 
Kentucky from Henderson, 


Owensboro, Russellville, and 
Franklin, Ky., where he spent ten 
years, Rev. Drury was as close to 
a missionary life as one can get. 
“I did pastor at Lourdes Hospital 
and even did prison ministry at 
Eddyville and Fredonia while 
pastoring at Calvert City,” he 
added. “Being in a rural setting 
at small town churches and able

to travel on several pilgrimages, I 
feel I have done what I set out to 
do to this point.” 

Rev. Drury has been on 
pilgrimages to the Holy Land 
and also spent time in Bosnia 
and Rome; Guatemala four 
times; Mexico twice; Columbia, 
South America once; and Haiti, 
for almost a week last May. “The 
trip to Haiti involved bringing 
food for the poor,” he said. “We 
are trying to relieve poverty of 
various kinds for people.” 

When Rev. Drury realized 
he would be leaving Franklin, 
which is located approximately 
140 miles east of Hickman, he 
volunteer to come to pastor this

US of agriculture, including 
everything from Chinese 
agriculture and food policy to 
impacts of Middle East conflicts 
on export shipments and what 
Argentine inflation and currency 
controls mean to farmers’ 
soybean sales. 

Tech-savvy. If you aren’t fully 
utilizing technology on a day-to- 
day basis, your business is at a 
disadvantage. Technology is 
quickly advancing, especially in 
farming, andincreasing efficiency 
depends upon computer 
competence. For instance, when 
using GPS and variable-rate 
applicators, the operator’s tech 
skills are responsible for the 
reliability of decision making. 
Basing decisions on poor data 
is counter-productive. A GPS 
monitor may be a new device to 
a young farmer, but the process 
is similar to other electronics, so 
the learning curve is minimal. 

Multitasking. The 

biggest challenge I see in 


intergenerational relationships 
is the question of commitment. 
It may appear a young person 
has a short attention span, but 
their behavior isn’t necessarily 
a reflection of poor dedication. 
Communication in older 
generations often means face-to- 
face and meetings. The younger 
generations actually may be 
better communicators, but they 
prefer emailing and texting. 
Goal-oriented action means 
we want to move on as quickly 
as possible and do not always 
understand the tension it brings. 
Multitasking can be a beneficial 
way to quickly complete goals, 
but can appear disrespectful and 
even stall a succession plan based 
on a grand misunderstanding. 

Accepting. Each generation 
becomes increasingly 

comfortable with new cultures 
and opposing lifestyles. This is 
important in Ag as we work to 
connect with global consumers 
and adapt to demands. For 


example, my granddad never 
would have considered selling 
“veggie-burgers” versus pork 
and beef. He would have laughed 
in my face at such a trend— 
especially if it meant changing 
up the farming tradition. 

New ways of farming 
may threaten tradition, but 
ensure survival. These traits 
of education, technology, 
multitasking, and acceptance are 
the tools for farm success the 
next generation of farmers bring 
to the table. New/young farmers 
provide a different perspective 
that may be just what the farm 
needs to stay competitive. Have 
confidence and pride in the next 
generation before it’s too late to 
make a smooth transition.

people deal better with their 
diabetes and to help them 
manage their condition better.” 
Of course, the ultimate goal is to 
find a cure. 

Eighty cents of every dollar 
raised goes directly to research. 
“Right now they are trying to 
develop an artificial pancreas to 
perform the functions the body 
needs,” Gray told the group. 
“Spikes and drops in blood sugar 
is what causes the damage to the 
body.” A time-release insulin 
injection is also being worked 
on. This will cut down on the 
number of injections each person 
is required to have each day. 

On a personal note, Gray 
shared an intimate story of 
his own, which reiterated why 
hosting this walk in the Ken- 
Ten area is so important to him. 
Gray’s son, became an insulin 
dependent diabetic after an 
illness. “After a fishing trip my 
son developed a cold,” he said. 
“The cold led to strep throat 
and then mononucleosis.” The 
extended illness destroyed his 
pancreas and that’s how he 
became diabetic. 

On March 20, 2005 when Gray 
went to wake his son, he couldn’t 
wake him. “He didn’t get up,” 
he said. “He had passed away 
during the night.” Daren was 23 
years old. 

While dealing privately with 
his grief, Gray read an article in a 
newspaper about an organization 
sponsoring a diabetes walk 
needing volunteers. “That’s when 
we (he and his wife, Wanda) 
started walking. “We walked at 
Shelby Farms near Memphis, 
Tenn.,” he added. “We formed 
“Daren’s team and over the last 
five years we raised $25,000 for 
the walk through donations from 


family and friends.”

Fulton County golf coach 
Steve Coulson is hoping his team 
can repeat the success they had 
on the links last season, with the 
return of players Ryne Choate, 
Jarett West and Madison Uzzle. 

Choate guided the Pilots team 
last year, finishing as the medal¬ 
ist in six of seven regular season 
matches, while also putting up 
low scores in the All-A Classic, 
Ballard Memorial Invitational 
and First Region Tournament. 

The Pilots hit the course to¬ 
gether for the first time this past 
Saturday, as part of the annual 
Paducah Invitational Tournament 
at Paxton Park. 

The 18-hole tournament fea¬ 
tured several high school teams, 
with both boys and girls play on 
the course.
